Congress to Allow $28,000,000
for Increased National Guard

Washington, D, C. — Nearly $28,-
000,000 exclusively for the national
guard is carried in the army appropri-
ation bill which has been reported to
the house and is now on the ealendar,
In recent years the United States hus
contributed aboat $6,000,000 & year to
the support of the national guard,
chiefly in the matter of material fur-
nished. The states individually have
expended on the national guard an ag-
gregate of about $7,720,000 a year,

The tremendous increase in the
amount to be expended by the national
government on the serviee is due to
the provisions in the recently enacted
army organization law which gives the
United States & larger measure of con-
trol over the guard and also provides
pay for the officers and men,
